enquiry concerning his Country and perſonal 

| Character, together with the Time and Cir- 
cumſtances of his Life; ſo we generally receive the beſt 
information in theſe particulars from ſome paſſages in 
the ſame Writings that engaged our Curioſity. How- 
ever the Ancients may vary in their Accounts, Oppian 
himſelf, in dedicating his Halieuticts to Severus and his 
Son Caracalla, has aſcertain d the time in which he wrote 
his firſt Piece; and becauſe we find him only in this 
Poem complimenting both Father and Son as then 
reigning with joynt Power, and the ſame Reaſons that 
firſt moved him to write obliged him to be as ſpeedy 
as pothble in his application to his Royal Patrons: tis 
highly probable he preſented this Piece, and this only, 
to Severus in that Emperour's Life time. Ritter ſhuſſus, 
the moſt learned Editor of his Works, has made a great 
{lip in fixing his Birth in the reign of Severus; which

Suidas indeed makes him a Na- 
tive of Corycus; but Oppian refutes that himſelf in the 


their neighbours the Coryciant. His Father Acefilaus 
was a man of wealth and figure in Anagarbus; but 
being a reſerved and philoſophical perſon, when Se- 
verus, taking a progreſs through (ilicia, made his en- 
trance into that City, he pee, i the hurry and fati- 

e of that Solemnity, and hoped his Studies might 
— excuſed the formality of attendance. But Seve- 
rus, a Prince of a rough and ſuſpicious temper, took this 
as an inſtance of contempt, and reſented his non-ap- 
pearance ſo far as to baniſh the old Gentleman into 
the Iſland of Malta. The pious Son could not de- 


voluntarily accompanied him in his Exile. Perhaps it 


debted for one of the fineſt Remains of Antiquity : 
indeed it too often happens that the nobleſt Produ- 
tions of great Wits, are owing to the misfortunes of 
their Authors. Men of gallant. Spirits fruſtrate the 
malicious intents of Fortune, and lay the foundation | 
of their Glory in Diſappointments. Twas thus Fire | 
and Horace were introduced into the acquaintance of 
the Muſes, who made Auguſtus their Patron, and Po- 
ſterity their Admirers. Opbian had doubtleſs been en-

Man had begun to enjoy the pleaſures of that Liberty 
the Muſes had obtained for him, he was ſeized with 
the Plague, which put a period to his Life in the thir- 
tieth year of his age. Thus died Opp:an the laſt of the 
Ancient Poets: the Citizens of Anazarbus were extream- 
ly concerned at ſo irrecoverable a loſs, in being depri- 
ved of one who was already the Glory of his Nation. 
But nothing could be done more than to beſtow the 
higheſt honours on his Funeral. To expreſs the high 
opinion they had of him, and what hopes they had con- 
ceived from ſo promiſing a Genius, they erected him a 
Statue with this pompous Inſcription. Ann

As for the other part of the Character of our Poet, 
which we have not in the Hiſtorical Accounts of his 
Life, we may in a great meaſure draw it from his 
Writings. For though Ovid and Catullus would have 
ns believe that luſcious Verſes are conſiſtent with per- 
ſonal Chaſtity; yet it is certain one may give a ſnrewd 
gueſs at the Manners, Principles, and Diſpoſition of 
an Author, from the uniform Character, and general 
Tendency of his Writings; becauſe every one makes 
choice of ſuch Subjects, and gives them ſuch a turn

as is moſt agreeable to his own Temper. Now there 
is ſuch an inartificial and unaffected ſtrain of Piety 
and Good Nature in every Page of our Author's works, 
as had we no Hiſtory of his Life, would repreſent him 
to us under the amiable CharaQter of a young Gentle- 
man of the livelieſt Wit, ſweeten d with the moſt en- 
gaging Virtue, and ennobled by Religion. In all his 
Digreſſions and Reflections, he recommends Virtue 
5 ſo agreeable an air, and diſcountenances Vice af- 
ter ſo moving a manner, as ſhows him to have been 
the beſt good Man, but far from having the worſt natur d 
Muſe. | 
I could never find that Natural Affection, which the 
| Greeks call 5294, ſo well expreſt in any Poet as him. 
His Similitudes and Alluſions have almoſt all a refe- 
rence to this; His Images are all made up of Piety, 
Friendſhip, Gratitude and Innocence. No one ever 
better mixt the Gentleman and the Philoſopher than 
this Author has done. He ſhews his Learning and Edu- 
cation by many fine Eſſays and Dzgreſſzons, but without 
the leaſt affectation, and only when the Subject re- 
2 it. His Moral Reflectiont are very fine and ju- 
icious, as thoſe on Sympathy, Love, Fealoufie, human 
Induſtry, the Nature of Man, and the like. His Ni- 
gious Sentiments, conſidering he was a Heathen, are ve- 
ry conſpicuous in his account of Providence, the Neceſ- 
fity of divine Aid, and the Puniſbments that attend the Vi- 
tious. His e. or good ſenſe was no leſs apparent, 
in that under the miſeries of Baniſhment, he could 
refrain not only from — ogy the Cruelty of 
others, but even from complaining of his own Hard- 
ſhips. As he was capable of improving every thing, 
ſo he made choice of a Subject which though noble in 
it's ſelf, was yet too much neglected (as it is now) by 
the Poets of thoſe days, who, either through want 
of reading, or deterred by the ſeeming difficulty of

managing it with ſucceſs, would not undertake ſo la-

Natural Hiſtory is a divine ſpeculation to the Reli- 
ious, and no leſs agreeable to the Curious; as there 
is no Subject more excellent in it's nature, or more capa- 


ble of being adorned, if it fall into able hands, ſo 

there is none that reflects a greater honour on an Au- 
- thor, or is more conducive to the ends of Poetry, the 
Delight and Inſtruction of the Reader. The glorious 

Dangers and Exploits of Heroes, the Splendour and | 
Triumphs that attend Victory, which are the uſual WF 
Subjects of an Epic Poem, are things that we admire | 


in common with the groſs of mankind; but to trace 
the footſteps of Providence among inferiour ranks of 
Creatures, and to contemplate their conſtant Regula- 
rity in promoting the ends of their Creation, is an 
Entertainment which only refined Underſtandings are | 
capable of reliſhing. The Deſign of an Epic Poet is 
either to enforce Sk Political Maxim, or to pay an | 
artful Compliment to his Prince and Country in the 
perſons of their Anceſtors: but the Naturaliſt purſues 
a more noble end, while by pointing out the Beauties 
of Nature, he imprints in our minds worthy and ratio- 
nal Notions of the Deity. Beſides the Nature of his 
Subject obliges him in a great meaſure to avoid thoſe 


Corruptions, which other Poets have introduced into | 


the Heathen Theology, by engaging their Gods in 
amorous Intrigues, > 5 and ſometimes in actual | 
War againſt one another. The Deities of the Natu- 
ralft, each within his own Diſtrit, are employed in 
the Functions uſually aſſigned to their Natures, and 
promoting the good of the Univerſe in Subordination 
to Jupiter their Supreme; which is allowd to be the 
moſt rational Syſtem of the Heathen Divinity. | 
"Tis one of the moſt admirable Secrets in Poetry to 


heighten ſmall things by a noble manner of Exprel-

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ion; the meaner therefore any Subject is, the more 
Fapable it is of being adorned. As there is a reg 
radation of created Beings from Man down to the 
Woweſt Vegetable, the Naturaliſt ſeems to have the 
Sadvantage in a Subject which is capable of being im- 
proved by borrowing it's Metaphors and Alluſions from 
Objects of a ſuperiour Nature.

ner, adds a dignity to his Subject by alluding to the 
ero. The Imagination is agreeably ſurprized at the 
igure the Vegetive Creation makes under the promo- 
ion to which it is advanced by the daring Metaphors 
f the Poet: but in point of Inſtruction the Hiſtory 
df Animals claims the preference. Thoſe Faculties in 
he Souls of Brutes, which bear an Analogy to the 
Will and Paſſions, and enable them to act with a re- 
2mblance of the Virtues and Vices of Mankind, fur- 
aiſn the Poet with frequent occaſions of inſinuating 
he Precepts of Morality after the moſt eaſy and per- 
waſive manner. While he repreſents in the moſt 
vely colours their natural Affection and Piety, their 
enerous Friendſhip, Courage, and Contempt of death, 
te ſeems to upbraid Mankind either with the want of 
hoſe Virtues, or not e INT in a far ſuperiour 
egree. The Wiſeſt of Men, when he bids the Slupgard 
Mo to the Ant, confider her ways, and be wiſe, by recom- 
ending to his imitation the parſimonious Iuſect, ra- 
her than the moſt induſtrious of his own 18 ſeems

I know there is an ingenious Gentleman who is very 
angry with the Water Poets. He in particular ridicules 
Sanzazerimes, and other Authors of Pzſcatory —_ | 
though that Writer gained more Reputation by tho 
Eclogues than all his other Works. Rapin ſeems to | 
diſapprove of them in general; but the Reaſons he 
gives are but of little weight. Every one knows that 
no Employment has more intetvals of Leiſure,” and 
opportunities of Contemplation than that of Fifbing ; 
and Suidas obſerves that Pan was accounted the com- 
mon God both of Fiſhers and Shepherds; If the Wa- 
ters contain in them nothing but what is uncomfort- | 
able and dreadful, tis very ſtrange that Ovid, who na- 
turally loved what was ſoft and agreeable, ſhould ever 
have made any Attempt in this kind; and that Mr. 
Waller ſhould have given us a Specimen! of the Halkew- 
zick Strain in his Battle of the ſummer Iſlands.

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But to return to our Author; the Stile of 1 is 
florid and copious, but always pure and un ed 
his Epithets are proper and expreſſive, his Metaphors 
daring, but always juſt; as Bodin' well expreſſes it, Ex- 
uberat Oppianus mir verborum copid, non ſme magno ſþlen- 

dore ſententiarum. Our Author has made choice of a 
EMethod peculiar to himſelf, and very proper for the 
Subjects be tus about to treat of, in which he is exact 
ind uniform: his Poems of Fumling and Hunting were 
doubtleſs formed upon the ſame Plan with the Halieu- 
icht. But above all Oppian is admirable in his Simili- 
Puder; no one uſes them more frequently, or ſets them 
ff to greater advantage. As Similitudes are the moſt 
vely Embelliſhments, and the ſtrongeſt colours of 
oetry, ſo he knew they were abſolutely neceſſary to 
adorn a Subject ſomewhat out of the way, and per- 
aps not ſo pleaſing to common Readers. Thoug

efuted many vulgar Errours. Sr. Thomas Brown com- 
ends Oppian for his ſtrict regard to truth, when =

in their Narrations. But for other Fables which are

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Oppian, as we have ſaid, having taken all imaginable F# » 
care to write ſomething that might laſt to Poſterity, MF h 
his Works accordingly met with a very favourable ac- d 


ceptance among the Learned. Euftathius on Homer, 
and the Scholiaſts on Theocritus, Nicander, and Lycophron 
{peak of him with eſteem, and often quote him as an 
Author of worth and credit. As for the treatment 
which Oppian has met with in theſe latter Ages, there 
have been ſeveral Editions of him in Greek and Latin. 
Among the reſt Tzetzes has paraphraſed his Halzeutick: | 
in Greek; and there is a Tranſlation of them into Latin 
Verſe by Laurentius Lippins an Italian, but very in- 
elegant and full of Errours. It cannot be denied that 
thoſe, who have been acquainted with more than the 
bare Name, or Title Page of our Author, have all 
along given him his juſt praiſe. The Elder Scaliger is 
endleſs in his commendation : he calls him a divine and} 
incomparable Poet, one ill d in all parts of Philoſophy, the 
moſt perfect Writer among the Greeks, and the onl Perſon ; 
that ever came up to Virgil. Hu Similitudes (he ob erves) 
never want either Beauty or ſtrength; that he deſcribes eve-\ 
ry thing to the life after the ſofteſt and moſt natural manner. 
r. Kennet, (than whom no one was better verſt in 

| polite Literature) does our Author juſtice in the fol- 
owing Character. The Dryneſs of hu Subject, though it 
offends ſome modern French Criticks, yet has not hindred 
bim from being eſteemed by more knowing Judges, as an Au- 
thor. little inferiour in Fancy, Art and Language to the 
moſt celebrated Maſters in the Grecian Strain.

It was this Motive that invited Mr. Diaper to make 
an Eſſay on the two firſt Books, which contain the Na- 
tural Hiſtory of Fiſhes : as he had a Wit that was capa- 
ble of ſhining on any Subject, ſo his Tranſlation ſhews 
him to have Had a peculiar Genius for Natural Hiſtory. 
Where the Images are brighter than ordinary, he has 
ſomewhat paraphraſed the Author, but no where, I 
believe, deviated from his Senſe and Intention. The 
Richneſs of his Fancy and copious Expreſſion maintain 
the Character and Spirit of Oppian, even while he re- 
cedes from the Letter of the Original. His unfortu- 


f nate Death preventing him from finiſhing his intended 


Work, I have attempted a Tranſlation of the three 
laſt Books, which are properly Halieuticłs, and treat 
of the Art of Fiſhing. The Honour I owe the Memo- 
ry of my Fellow Collegian, and a Zeal for reſcuing 
Oppian from an undeſerved Obſcurity will plead my 
excuſe for the Undertaking, as want of Experience 
and Aſſiſtance will for the Performance.

A T the diſtance of fifteen hundred years from 
| the Time in which Oppian wrote, and in a 
| Country remote from Seas which were 
the Scene of his Poem, tis but reaſonable 
that large allowances ſhould be made to a [Tranſlator 
who is obliged to engliſn the Greet names by which 
Fiſbes were diſtinguiſfi d, as they ſwam ſo many Cen- 
turies ago in the Mediterranean. He that reads the 
modern. Ichthyolsg:ſts will find them very much divided 
in their opinions, and at a loſs to determine what 
Fiſhes are meant from the ancient Accounts of em; 
fo that whoever would be exact in adjuſting their 
Names, muſt take the pains of comparing them to- 
gether, and not truſt to a ſingle Authority. 
As for thoſe Fiſhes which are common to the Brats/b 
and Mediterranean Sea, and whoſe Qualities are ſo re- 
markable that they leave us no room to doubt, ſuch 
Names as are already made by ether Naturaliſts as 
Mr. Willoug bby, Grew and Charleton, 1 have not {crupled 
to make uſe of for genuine iſh. As we have no
